TIMELY HINTS 
FOR FARMERS 


Care of Harness. 
H arness perishes very quickly lf neg­ 
lected, but lf reasonable care Is exer­ 
cised It will last for years. 
P lated 
harness should not he kept In th e sta ­ 
bles. as the gases arising front the de­ 
com position of the excreta tarn ish the 
fittings. 
Im m ediately th e harness Is 
brought in Die dust should be carefully 
w iped off with a soft cloth or leather 
and m ud or sw eat rem oved by w ash­ 
ing w ith w ater, but on no account u s­ 
ing too much. T he hits should be well 
w ashed 
in 
clean 
w ater, 
thoroughly 
dried and rubbed over w ith a little 
n eatsfoot oil. 
The leather should be 
kept soft and pliable by using some 
dressing. 
Any one of the proved com ­ 
mercial corri|M)sitions is su itab le and 
cheap. 
H eavy harness does not require the 
sam e attention, but It m ust be kept 
pliable ami tough by oiling a t regular 
Intervals. 
Leather which is not treat- 
ed soon becomes hard under our dry 
conditions and cracks, while th e Hutch­ 
ing decays. 
A very su itab le dressing 
Is pure neatsfoot oil. 
Some very ef- 
fectlve and cheap m ixtures are ou the 
m arket for dressing heavy harness.— 
Am erican Cultivator.
